To the inhabitants of the Town of Orford, in the County 
of Grafton, in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in 
said Orford on Tuesday, the 9th day of March next, at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act on the following subjects. 


First to adjourn to act on the School District Meeting. 


ARTICLES 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the en- 
suing year: Also to choose one Selectman for three years, 
one Trustee of Trust Funds and one Library Trustee. 


2. To hear the budget of the Town and raise and ap- 
propriate any money recommended therein or pass any vote 
relative thereto. 


3. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary to defray Town charges for the ensuing 
year. 


4. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the maintenance of Town High- 
ways and Bridges for the ensuing year. 


.. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the removal of snow and care of 
Town Winter Roads for the ensuing year. 


6. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to insure Town property. 


7. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the use of Electric Lights. 


8. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Orford Free Library and Orford 
Social Library. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 
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10. To see if the Town will vote to dispense with the 
distribution of inventory blanks until the Selectmen ap- 
praise the property. | 


11. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to sell and administer property acquired by Tax Deed. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum not to exceed one one-hundreth of one per cent 
(1/100 of 1%) of the assessed valuation based on the assess- 
ment of 1952 for the purpose of publicizing and promoting 
the natural advantages and resources of the Town together 
with other towns in the Dartmouth Lake Sunapee Region. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to accept State Aid 
for the construction of class V roads and raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $492.63 for that purpose. 


14. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the use of the Fire Department. 


15. To see if the provisions of Chapter 171-A of the 
revised laws relating to playing games of Beano, shall be 
adopted in this Town. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of Fifty Dollars ($50.00) to cover the expenses 
of Memorial Day Celebration. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) for clean- 
ing and care of the Mali. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00) for a Com- 
munity Center Memorial Fund. 


19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
the sum of One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) for the control 
of the Pine Blister Rust. 


20. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
transfer from the unencumbered surplus for the purpose of 
establishing a reserve fund to buy road equipment. 


21. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to study the possibility of using Indian 
Pond or some other source of water as a Town Water Sup- 
ply. . 

22. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to buy or rent land on Wilder Lake 
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and for the cost of constructing a dock and launching site 
for the Town on such land. 


23. To see how much money the Town will raise and 
appropriate to buy land bordering Jacohb’s Brook for the pur- 
pose of developing a Town Swimming Hole.

Town of Orford 


Copy of a letter dated Concord, June 10, 1862. 
STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
(Seal) 
Executive Department 
: To the People of New Hampshire 

The alarming exigencies of the hour have induced the 
President. of the United States to call upon the Executive 
_of this State for three additional regiments, to be fur 
at the earliest possible moment. 

The President also desires that the regiments now in 
the service from this State, which have by their noble con- 
duct in every emergency, won imperishable laurels, and 
placed New Hampshire high in rank among her sister 
States, be immediately recruited to the maximum standard. 

The War Department has issued the following orders: 


War Department, Washington, D. C. 
June 21, 1862. 
Pursuant to a joint resolution of Congress to encourage 
enlistments in the regular army and volunteer forces, it is 
Ordered, That a premium of two dollars shall be paid 
for each accepted recruit that volunteers for three years or 
during the war; and every soldier who hereafter enlists, 
either in the regular army or the volunteers for three years 
or during the war, may receive his first month’s pay in ad- 
vance uvon the mustering of his company into the service 
of the United States, or after he shall have been mustered 
into and joined a regiment already in the service. This order 
will be transmitted to Governors of States and recruiting 
cfficers. 
(Signed) EDWIN M. STANTON, Secretary of War. 


War Department, Washington, D. C. 
July 2, 1862. 
Ordered, That out of the appropriation for collecting, 
organizing and drilling volunteers, there shall be paid in ad- 
vance to each recruit, for three years or during the war, the 
sum of twenty-five dollars—being one fourth of the amount 
of bounty allowed by law; such payment to be made upon 
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the mustering of the regiment to which such recruits belong 
into the service of the United States. : 


(Signed) EDWIN M. STANTON, Secretary of War. 


In addition to the above inducements, the State of New 
Hampshire will pay the further bounty of fifty dollars to 
each volunteer, upon his being mustered into the service. 
The above bounty of $50 will also be paid to recruits already 
enlisted into the 9th and 10th regiments. : 


Thus it will be seen that each volunteer will receive, cash 
in hand, upon being mustered into the service of the United 
States, the sum of ninety dollars ($90); also at the expira- 
tion of his term of enlistment or honorable discharge from 
‘the service, he will receive the further bounty of seventy- 
five dollars ($75). In the event of his death the same will 
be paid to his family. 

By the laws of this State, towns and cities will pay to 
families, and persons dependent on volunteers for their sup- 
port, a sum not exceeding twelve dollars per month. (See 
act passed June session 1862). 


All persons are further reminded that the sum of two 
dollars will be paid to any citizen or soldier for each accept- 
ed vo'’unteer, and the Adiutant-General is hereby ordered 
to issue recruiting papers to such suitable persons as may 
offer their services as recruiting officers. 

All men belonging to existing corps nov’ in service, not 
under parole or disabled, are herebv notified that the orders 
of the War Devartment reouire their immediate retrvrn to 
their rosts of duty. Colonel Eastman, of the U. S. Armv- 
headauarters at Concord. N. H.,—upon application, will fur- 
nish all necessary facilities for transportation. 

All good citizens are respectfully requested to report 
forthwith to the Adiutant-General of this State the nome 
and residence of any volunteer or regular soldier of this 
State who may be evading his duty by not obeying the above 
order. 

The Executive earnestiv desires that the several towrs 
and cities of the State forthwith adopt such measures as 
are recommended in the resolutions of the Legislature, pass- 
ed at the recent session of the Legislature. 

MEN OF THE OLD GRANITE STATE: Now to the 
Rescue: Let not this call of your beloved Country ring 
through your hills and valleys in vain! Let there be a pa- 
triotic union of hearts and hands for the common weal, 
which shall not only preserve our ancient renown, and send 
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a thrill of joy and exultation to our noble sons and brothers 
in the field, but shall also gladden the heart of the nation’s 
Commander-in-Chief, and beckon our beloved loyal sister 
States to higher and still higher efforts for the salvation of 
our once happy, but now districted country.

JUST ONE HUNDRED YEARS AGO 


Copy of a paper, dated 1854, given to the Nystrom fam- 
ily, probably taken from some historical book—name not 
known—and presented to the Town of Orford by Mr. and 
Mrs. Carl Nystrom in February 1904. 


“On the west side of Cuba Mountain there are several 
heds of valuable lime stone, some of which has been wrought 
ror 25 years. The lime stone is granular but does not 
crumble in burning. Specimens of quartz containing aricu- 
lar crystals of oxide of titanium exist in the region of this 
mountain. ear Sunday Mountain is a bed of talcose slate 
which answers well for soapstone and is wrought to a con- 
siderab'e extent. Copper pyrites, Black Sulphuret of Coz=- 
per. Green Carbonate of copper, Magnetic iron ore, Sulphur- 
et of Mo'ybdena and Gelena are found in various localities. 
Kyanite in large bladed erystals of a pale blue color is also 
abundant. : 

The village contains three meeting houses of which the 
Congregational is a new, costly and splendid edifice: one 
academy which is a large and handsome building of brick; 
six stores and one hotel. 

Orford Mill river furnishes most of the water power 
for an extensive tannery, a chair factory, sash blind. and 
door factory, starch factory, planing shop, clapboard shin- 
gle, lath and carding mills and one valuable gristmill. There 
are also ten sawmills in various parts of the town.

The job of. operating a school system is becoming more 
complex as each year goes by. It certainly is a far cry from 
the days of the “little red schoolhouse”, in which the teach- 
er was often someone who had just graduated from the 
eighth grade herself and kept up. with her lessons by read- 
ing two pages ahead of the scholars. The modern educa- 
tional system requires long hours of work by an understand- 
ing School Board with the help and advice of trained per- 
sonnel. One of the most serious problems facing School 
Boards today is that of finding properly trained teachers to 
fill any vacancies which occur. School enrollments have 
keen increasing steadily ever since the second world war. 
They will continue to increase for some years to come. More 
children were born in the United States during esch of the 
years 1952 and 1953 than any year in history. Although the 
number of children entering schools has increased tremen- 
dously the number of teachers being prepared has remained 
about the same. A real shortage of good teachers has ex- 
isted for some time and will get worse as each year rolls by. 
As the demand for teachers increases, school districts in- 
crease their wages to be in a better bargaining position for 
those teachers who are available. Any school district de- 
siring to remain in a good bargaining position for teachers 
must continue to increase teachers’ salaries. 


Personnel — 


Miss Clara Berry resigned last summer to enter the holy 
bonds of matrimony. She had taught twenty-two years in 
Vermont and New Hampshire, the last ten of these years 
in Orford. Miss Berry really loved young people and work- 
ed carefully with each individual pupil. She was well-liked 
by everyone she worked with. A capable teacher, she kept 
herself abreast of modern education by attendance at sum- 
mer school and extension courses. Although she will be 
sorely missed by her pupils they nevertheless wish her many 
years of happy married life. 
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We were very fortunate in obtaining capable experienc- 
ed local people for replacements this year. Miss Carole La- 
voie, from Orford, replaced Miss Berry in the seventh and 
eighth grades. A graduate of Plymouth, she has had twen- 
ty-two years teaching experience in New Hampshire schools. 
Mrs. Marjorie Scott, from North Hanover, is the new com- 
mercial teacher replacing Miss Blanchette. Mrs. Scott, a 
graduate of Plymouth Teachers’ College in 1947, has had 
six years teaching experience in New Hampshire. 


The enrollment at the high school is steadily increasing. 
Much of this increase is due to a larger number of tuition 
pupils which means added income to the school district. If 
we are going to continue to attract tuition pupils and obtain 
good teachers the high school program must be revised. 
New subjects should be added. Some subjects which have 
been offered only on alternate years should be offered every 
year. The teaching load of some teachers should be light- 
ened. I have, therefore, proposed that one new additional 
teacher be added to the high school staff. If present trends 
continue additional tuitions will take care of this expense 
and there will be no increase in the tax rate. 3 


Program 


One of the things which people complain about is the 
fact that many children have poor handwriting. To offset 
this problem we have now introduced the Zaner-Bloser 
Handwriting System into all eight grades. Having a stand- 
ard pattern to go by in all the grades has already produced 
a marked improvement in handwriting and even further im- 
provement should be noted in future years as the accumula- 
ted effect takes place. 


We are now full-fledged members of the New England 
School Development Council which is an organization of 
school systems banded together for the purpose of improv- 
ing education. Orford has the advantage of receiving the 
research studies of this organization as well as participating 
in the workshops and committees which function out of 
Nesdec’s sub-center at Dartmouth College such as the cur- 
rent work on reading, the ‘troubled child”, and ways to use 
the Dartmouth Museum. 


At the request of the School Board, Mr. Fulton issued 
an extensive questionnaire covering all phases of the basket- 
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ball situation. On some questions there was rather a divid- 
ed opinion but in general it seemed that parents in Orford 
approved present procedures with the understanding that 
the season would not be too long, practices after school not 
too extensive and not more than two games a week to be 
played by the varsity. — : 


The Veterans-on-the-farm program, taught by Mr. 
Guptill for the past several years, came to an end on Janu- 
ary 30, 1954, because the supply of eligible veterans was 
nearly exhausted. The three veterans who had not complet- 
ed their courses were given the opportunity to transfer to 
similar courses in nearby communities. 


The state director of Civilian Defense requested that all 
schools start immediately to organize and carry out air raid 
drills. This matter was carefully considered by your School 
Board and they finally decided that such drills would add un- 
duly to the worry and nervous strain of the pupils. How- 
ever, plans for air raid drills are being developed in conjunc- 
tion with the suggestions of the local director and these 
plans will be presented to the teachers. No actual drills 
will take place unless an emergency develops. 


Repairs 


As often develops we find that there is need for more 
money than we actually have, to take care of the many little 
repairs which become necessary in two large old buildings. 
Your School Board has been very careful in checking each 
item and getting it done at the least expense consistent with 
good workmanship. 


Under a special item in the budget we were empowered 
to do something about the well at the Orfordville School. 
A competent well digger reamed out the old well and went 
down a few feet where he obtained a flow of six gallons per 
minute. This was more than adequate for our needs. With 
the installation of a new pump everything seemed to be 
satisfactory. However, several times since last summer the 
water has become riled and muddy making it unusable as 
drinking water for several days. With the remaining funds 
in this account the School Board plans to have the walls of 
the present well blocked with new pipe and sink the well 
deeper in the hopes of finding a vein which is clear and pure. 


A new merry-go-round was purchased for the Orford- 
ville school and this has been a delight for the youngsters. | 
We also purchased an additional strip film machine so that 
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each school could have one of its own. The hot lunch pro- 
gram purchased from its own funds a freezer locker on the 
school plan which allows them a big discount. This was 
needed because of the hundreds of pounds of frozen foods 
which are given to the program by the federal government. 


A new water pollution law requires that we cease emp- 
tying our sewerage at Orfordville into the brook. For this 
reason special funds have been placed in next year’s budget 
to install a proper sewerage disposal tank. 


The need still exists for a suitable addition to our high 
school plant which would not only provide for many small 
areas such as dressing rooms, teachers rooms, conference 
rooms, etc., but would also provide a large area which could 
be used for school plays, basketball, assemblies, meetings, 
dances and other school functions. 


General 


By joining in with the other three towns in this Super- 
visory Union the opportunities of the World Insurance 
School policy are now available to all the pupils. For $1.25 
any pupil may be insured against all accidents occurring 
during school time or in any school sponsored athletic event. 


Your School Board has been intensly interested in 
school affairs and problems. They have shown a willingness 
to give unstintingly of their time and efforts to provide the 
best possible program and at the same time keep within the 
limits of a reasonable budget. It has been a pleasure to 
work with them. 


Your Parent-Teacher Association has continued its ef- 
forts to provide a good relationship between the home and 
the school. Their programs have been interesting and stim- 
ulating. The large attendance at many of their meetings is 
an evidence of the effectiveness of their endeavors. 


A state meeting on school transportation was held at 
Concord this fall. Your superintendent and school bus op- 
erator attended. We received many suggestions for improv- 
ed school bus operation and will plan to attend again if a 
similar meeting is held next year. 


The Boston and Maine Railroad has petitioned for the 
closing of the branch between Plymouth and Woodsville. 
Orford was represented at the hearing, at which time evi- 


i 


dence was introduced that Orford High School could ac- 
commodate any pupils who were denied transportation to 
other high schools. No definite ruling on this petition is 
expected until next Spring. 


A new school law wa.s passed by the last legislature re- 
quiring all pupils to attend school until they are sixteen 
years old. The old law permitted them to leave at the age of 
fourteen if they had completed the eighth grade. This 
would apply only in rare instances in Orford because most 
of our pupils have remained until graduation or at least un- 
til they are over sixteen. 


It has been a real pleasure indeed to work for the School 
District of Orford where people take a real interest in their 
schools and at the same time always maintain a friendly at- 
titude. In closing I would like to thank all those, parents, 
school Board members, teachers, custodians, pupils and 
others who have helped to produce good schools for Orford.
